To the inhabitants of the Town of Lyman, in the 
County of Grafton, and the State of New Hampshire, 
qualified to vote in the town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Lyman Town 
Hall in said town, on Tuesday, the 12th day of March, 
1957, polls to open at ten o’clock in the forenoon and will 
not be closed before five o’clock in the afternoon, to act 
upon the following subjects: 


Article 1. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
‘ensuing year. 


Article 2. To raise and appropriate such sums of money 
as may be necessary to defray town charges for the ensuing 
year. 


Article 3. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of two thousand dollars ($2,000.00) for 
the repair of town highways for the ensuing year. 


Article 4. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of seventeen hundred dollars ($1,700.00) 
for the maintenance of its winter roads. 


Article 5. To see if the town will vote to accept Town 
Road Aid, and raise and appropriate the sum of four 
hundred eighty five dollars and sixty six cents ($485.66) 
for the same. 


Article 6. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of two thousand dollars ($2,000.00) for 
the general expense of the highway department. 


Article 7. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of one hundred and twenty five dollars 
($125.00) for the compensation of the tax collector. 


Article 8. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate one hundred dollars ($100.00) for the Blister 
Rust Control. 
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Article 9. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of twenty-five dollars ($25.00) for the 
District Nursing Association. 


Article 10. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of ten dollars ($10.00) for the observance 
of Memorial Day. 


Article 11. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to borrow such sums of money as they may 
deem necessary in anticipation of taxes.

To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of thirty-six dollars and thirty four 
cents ($36.34) for the White Mountain Region Association. 


Article 16. To see if the town wishes to continue obtain- 
ing the services of the state auditors for the yearly audit 
of the town books. 


Article 17. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the necessary money to defray the town’s share 
of the cost of the Federal Social Security benefits extended 
to the town employees. 


To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate two hundred dollars ($200.00) for the upkeep of 
the cemeteries in the town, as required by law.

As 
indicated therein the financial condition of the Town 
changed from a Net Debt of $2,093.16 to a Surplus of 
$31.85 in 1956.

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AUDIT PROCEDURE 


The accounts and records of all town officials charged 
with the custody, receipt and disbursement of public funds 
were examined and audited. Vouchers and cancelled 
checks were compared with supporting invoices and pay- 
rolls as well as entries in the books of record. Receipts 
were checked by source insofar as possible and totals of 
receipts and expenditures verified. Book balances were 
verified by comparison with reconciled bank balances made 
from statements obtained from depository banks. Verifi- 
cation of uncollected taxes was made by mailing notices 
to delinquent taxpayers as indicated by the Collector’s 
records. 


The provisions of Chapter 184 of the Laws of 1955, 
require that this report or the summary of findings and 
recommendations (letter of transmittal) shall be published 
in the next annual report of the Town. 


We extend our thanks to the officials of the Town of 
Lyman for their assistance during the course of the audit.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of the Lyman School 
District: 


I herewith submit my fourteenth annual report as Superin- 
tendent of Schools. 

The total enrollment in your school last year was 28. The 
average membership was 24.8 and the percent of attendance was 
95.4. 

There were 5 pupils who attended junior high school and 9 
pupils who attended high school in Lisbon. 

The present enrollment is as follows: 27 pupils in Grades 
1-6, 6 pupils in Grades 7 and 8 at Lisbon, and 9 pupils in the 
high school. ; 

Work is progressing well at the Lyman Central School. 
Should you have an opportunity to visit school you will see inter- 
esting projects in Social Studies and other areas of instruction. 
The children are happy in their work and enjoy the school activ- 
ities sponsored by Mrs. Birch, their teacher. 

Mrs. Phyllis Rogers, School Nurse, visits school regularly, 
checking the children’s growth and health.. Vitamins are given 
to the children during the winter months. Mrs. Rogers has been 
very helpful in making arrangements for the children to attend 
the Polio clinics in Lisbon. 

Extensive repairs were made during the past summer to the 
inside of the school building. The ceilings and walls were 
painted, and the woodwork and floors were varnished. The trim 
on the outside of the building was painted. Broken windows 
and shingles were replaced. 

The playground facilities are to be improved this spring by 
addition of a double see-saw. The children have a very nice play 
area. There is very little shingle breakage since the backstop 
was added to protect the building. 

If it were possible to organize a larger school district in this 
area the move would doubtless be advantageous to Lyman. 
Lyman’s per pupil school costs are just about the same as Lis- 
bon’s However, Lisbon has a much steadier schoo! tax rate. In 
a small district the moving of several families causes large fluc- 
tuations in the tax rate. You will hear more and more about 
larger school districts. Lyman may well give this matter serious 
consideration. 

Your School Board is to be commended for its interest in the 
welfare and education of Lyman children. I wish to thank each 
of you who help us in this important work.
